Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-5, 7-10, 12 and 14-16 are allowed. The following is a statement of 
reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: An After-Final-Rejection 
amendment filed May 14, 2007 has narrowed the scope of the claimed invention to the 
point that the prior art does not disclose or render obvious; a descaling nozzle having an 
elliptical discharge orifice where the minor diameter of the orifice D 2 is compared to a 
large-diameter segment in the nozzle assembly that follows a tapered 30-to-80° 
segment where the ratio of D^D 2 is not less than three and where the nozzle itself has 
an erosion thickness angle of 1.5° to 3° in the direction perpendicular to a width 
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direction, where the erosion thickness angle is determined from an aluminum of JIS- 
5050 under the conditions of a jetting pressure of a spray of 1 5 MPa, a spray distance 
of 150 mm and a aluminum erosion time of 900 seconds.
